FOUNDATION ANNOUNCES TRUST AGREEMENT 


The Board of Directors of the Potomac State College Alumni Foundation, Inc. , recently 
announced a trust agreement made between the Foundation and the Farme rs and Merchants 
Bank of Keyser. The trust agreement was given unanimous approval by the board at its 
regular meeting February 10. 

The Foundation is now in a position to accept stocks, bonds, other assets such as real 
estate, and bequests from wills as well as monetary contributions. All gifts will be placed 
in trust, and only the interest income derived from the trust will be used by the Foundation. 
Among the various uses to which the income may be put are the awarding of scholarships 
to worthy students, as matching funds for the National Defense Education Act loans, awards 
for academic excellence, or any worthwhile project for Potomac State College. The 
Board of Directors stress, however, that the primary objective is scholar shipefor deser- 
ving students.

FORMER FACULTY MEMBER DIES 


Funeral services were held on Wednesday, October 16, 1963, for Paul Charles Rouzer, 
former Potomac State College faculty member and composer of the school's Alma Mater. 

Mr. Rouzer, who had retired from teaching nine years ago, died at his home near 
Keyser at the age of 74. 

He was the first superintendent of schools appointed by the Mineral County Board of 
Education and Served as principal and teacher at Fort Ashby and Keyser. In 1923-24 
he was head of the college agriculture department. 

He wrote words and music for the State 4-H Song and for the Alma Maters of both 
Keyser High and Potomac State.
